State Election in 1914 
to Cost a Million Dollars 


Sacramer to—California’s next gen- 
eral election in November, 1914, will 
cost the people approximately $1,000,- 
000, or more, according to Secretary of 
State Jordan. The immense size of 
the ballot which is assured by the 22 
constitutional amendments and fifteen 
other propositions that must go to the 
people, in addition to the names of 
county and state candidates, Jordan 
thinks will make it necessary to double 
the number of precincts previously 
maintained. 

If all citizens are to be given time 
to vote a year from this fall, the num» 
ber of polling places will have to be 
increased, Jordan says. Another ele- 
ment which enters into the secretary 
of state’s computation is the increased 
number of women that are apt to cast 
votes. The last election cost about 
$45, 000. 

The state’s share of election expenses 
is trivial. It is obliged to pay only for 
the cost of printing the ballot contain- 
ing the yropositions for submission to 
the people. This amount will not-ex- 
ceed $30,000, Jordan says.

It will not be necessary to close 
saloons or cafes to comply with the 
early-closing law, it is being argued 
in, Sacramento. The law simply pro- 
hibits the sale, gift or distribution of 
intoxicating liquors, it is pointed out, 
and saloon patrons who desire to 
remain and drink what they ordered 
before 2 a.m. can do so with immiun- 
ity. 


Policewomen Will be Called 


San Francisco—‘‘What’s ina name?”’ 
asked Shakespeare. 

‘*A whole lot,’’ answers the civil ser- 
vice commission in a formal demand 
that the supervisors so amend tho re- 
cent ordinance creating the position of 
‘‘policewomen’’ so that they shall be 
known by the more ladylike appellation 
of ‘‘social service inspectors,’’ 

Said Civil Service Commissioner 
Matthew Brady: ‘‘Policewomen should 
be gentle and tactful. They should not 
be called policewomen at all. It is 
not dignified nor womanly. The term 
is too athletic, too suggestive of the 
vigorous work performed ‘by police- 
men.”’ 

The recent protest made by the 
Chicago suffragists before the city 
officials against the use of the term 
“‘policewoman’’ has prompted the civil 
service commission to avert a storm. 

The change in the name will delay 
the appointments, but still greater 
troubles await. The charter provdes 
that all members of the police depart- 
ment must be between the ages of 2] 
and 35. Thus applicants for police- 
women’s places must tell their ages.

Bibliopraphical D; Data That Is' 


paper History 


Up to Date - | 


Interesting to Those Not 
Acquainted With the 
Growth of City. 


{The following history of Richmond's 
newspapers is contributed by Dr. Warn 
ren B. Brown, former editor of the Rich- 
immond Terminal, the oldest newspaper in 
Richmond, and is authentic in every de- 
tail. Chas. Sumner Young, original 
owner of The Terminal from its incep- 
tion in 1903, leased the paper to Dr. 
Brown, who conducted it upto March, 
1912, when the present editor and pub- 
lisher purchased it from Mr. Young, Dr. 
Brown desiring to retire, aftera most 
prosperous experience ina competitive 
field. This has been the ouly change in 
the management of The Terminal since 
its first issue in 1903. The following 
data tells the story:] 


Newspaperdom at the various postof- 
fices in Richmond and vicinity has had 
a varied experience. 

In 1900 the Richmond (Weekly) Rec- 
ord started on Barrett avenue, and in 
igor its editof, who was the Richmond 
postmaster, moved his publication with 
the postoffice to Eastyard, but was 
torced under severe penalty to return 
the postoffice in twenty-four hours by a 
drastic notice from the U. S. Postal De- 
partment. The postoffice was reinstated 
on Barrett avenue, March 4, Igor, at Bay- 
less’ grocery store, and Miss Lizzie Mc- 
Gaun was placed in charge as postmis« 
tress. While in its new position the 
Record referred to the locality deserted 
as ‘‘Oldtown.’’ The name ‘‘Eastyard’’ 
was operative as the place of publication 


through 1902. as a daily, avd, in 1903, 
‘* Kastyard ’’ was changed to ‘‘ Point 


Richmond," and the paper was publish- 
ed there as the ‘‘Point Richinmoid Daily 
Record’’ until after midwinter, 1905, 
when the Record moved back to Rich- 
mond, and about this time with the 
Leader was operated with the ‘‘Hulmil”’ 
Company back of them, and in 1G09 be- 
came known as the present Record-Her- 
ald, more prosperous than in previous 
the publication had 


history although 
changed managing editors several times. 

The’ Daily Leader started at ‘‘East- 
yard’ in 1902 and then continued publi- 
cation at ‘Point Richmond”? in 1903 I9II, 
when publication was suspended, the 
Daily Independent starting at ‘‘Point 
Richmond” proving too formidable for 
itsrival. The Leader, too, had frequent 
changes of its managing editors. 

In 1909 representatives of the Hulmil 
Company at the close of the day's work 
one week took immiediate possession of 
the Daily Leader, which operated as an 
ouster for the lessees, 

The ‘‘Semi-Weekly Tribune"’ started | 
at Point Richmond during this early 
period and also the ‘‘Richmond Press,”’ 
printed ‘‘somewhere’’ and distributed | 
“anywhere,” were the first publications ; 
at ‘‘Eastyard,’’ afterward called ‘‘Point 
Richmond,”’ to turn their toes to the | 
daisies. 

The Santa Fe Times started in Rich- 
mond and died in Atchison. After the 
first year of its publication, 1902 1903, it!

suspended publication for lack of support 
and its old type consigned to the ‘‘hell 


box.’’ { 
The Richmond Terminal started in| 


Richmond in 1903 in a grain field, be- | 
fore Macdonald avenue was opened and 
graded to San Pablo avenue, and set the! 
pace for a seven-column newspaper, and | 
its knockers have been its boosters. Its | 
mail has always been reccived at Rich- | 
mond postoffice, now the main postoffice | 
and distributing center for the whole | 
city, now incorporated under one name. | 
The Richmond Terminal has been in 
Richmond longer than any other news- 
paper, and has the title of the ‘‘oldest | 
newspaper in Richmond.”* 

{[ In May, 1909, the Herald started VE 
“Point Richmond” and issued weekly. 
In the early autumn its ‘‘foliage’’ began | 
to assume varied colors; it shed its leaves | 


and ‘‘cuddled’’ under the wings of the) 
Record, with only a hyphen between the 
names Record Herald, the hyphen being | 
omitted later. 

Later in 1909, the Daily Inilependeat | 
was launched at Point Richmond and | 
has continued publication since that date 
asa morning paper. The stockholders, 
are composed of capitalists who are | 
largely interested in Richmond, espec- 
ially Point Richmond, the home of the 
paper. M. J. Beaumont, the manager, is 


aman of wide newspaper experience, , 


having conducted publications in Hay- | 
ward, Hollister, Roseville and other Cal- 


ifornia cities. 

The former lessees of the Daily ender 
organized the Daily Independent with | 
leading bankers at its back, and the or- | 
ganized labor subscription amounting to | 
about $500 was turned in to this paper by 
a subscription promoter. It is still 
running under the Paint Richmond 
heading, though the postoffice is now 
Richmond. 

In 1gio the Stege Mail, a hewspaper | 
done ‘‘out of town,’’ started, made head- | 
way for awhile, and finally died from a 
‘diarrhoea of words and constipation of | 
ideas,’’ and its body was taken over and 
“embalmed” at Berkeley. 

The Richmoud Unionist came and: 
went in 1912. | 

The Richmond Advance, the organ of | 
the Richmond Industrial Commission, \ 
published out of town, is composed of |
